HOUSE MEKSERS ARE MA2ING 
PLANS TO ADD HALF BILLION 
TO 1951 DEFENSE BUDGET 


WASHINGTON, March 30—Cff>)— 


Members of the house armed ser- 
vices committee disclosed plans to- 
day to add about $647,000,000 to 
next year's defense budget 


This development followed testi- 
mony by Gen. Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower that a half billion dollars 
more—at a "guess"—could be used 
to strengthen this country's de- 
fenses. 
The house next week'will begin 


consideration of a bill which calls 
for $13,911,127,000 in cash and con- 
tract authority "for the armed for- 
ces in the 12 months starting July 


Chairman Vinson (D-Ga) of the 
armed services' committee announc- 
ed that when the bill comes up he 
will make a "strong speech" point- 
ng out the grave situation con- 
fronting the United States now that 
Russia has the atomic secret. 
He said he will call upon the 
louse appropriations committee to 
sponsor amendments to strengthen 
this country's armaments. If that 
rroup won't do it, he said, he will. 
The bulk of the additional funds 
proposed 
by Vinson would be 
used to strengthen the nation's 


aerial might, with some sr < aside 
for protection against an enemy 
attack from the air. 
Eisenhower told a senate appro- 
priations subcommittee yesterday 
that U. S. defenses are not as 
strong as they might be. The Air 
Force was one arm whose needs he 
stressed, along with Alaskan defen- 
ses, 
anti-submarine weapons, and 
industrial mobilization. 


While Senator Elmer Thomas (D- 


Okla.), chairman of the senate sub- 
committee, 
indicated 
that 
he 
thought .Eisenhower had failed 
to 
prove his case, other lawmakers — 
including Vinson—said they agreed 
fully with the wartime commander 
of allied military forces in Europe. 


Eisenhower, now President of Col- 


umbia University, was called be- 
fore the senate group after stating 
in a New York speech last week 
that some phases of defense were 
falling below the safety level.

Douglas Demands Presidential Veto 
Of Controversial Natural Gas Bill 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—UP) 


—A controversial natural gas bill, 
passed by the Senate after a stiff 
fight, today ran into a demand by 
Senator Douglas (D-I11) for a Pres- 
idential veto. 
The measure was approved by the 
Senate late Wednesday by a 44 to 
38 vote. It would ban the federal 
government from regulating prices 
charged for natural gas by so- 
called independent producers. 


Douglas apparently agreed with 
Senator Kerr (O-Okla) and other 
sponsors of the bill that there 
would be little difficulty getting 
House agreement on the measure. 
The House passed a similar bill 
last year. 
Douglas argued, and Kerr denied, 
that the bill would be a blow, to 


consumers. 
Chairman Edwin C. Johnson of 
the Senate Commerce 
committee 
told a reporter: "There is a good 
chance that the House will take 
our bill without even asking a con- 
ference" to iron out discrepancies 
between the two measures. 


Douglas commented in a separate 


interview that the only remaining 
hope of the bill's opponents is Pres- 
ident 
Truman. 
Administration 
leaders have reported, 
however, 
that Truman approved the Kerr 
bill in advance. 


Kerr, like Douglas, a freshman 
Democratic senator, handed out a 
victory statement as soon as the 
Senate acted, saying:

Rayburn Believes 
House To Reverse 
'Irish' Decision 


WASHINGTON, March 30.—UP) 


—Speaker Sam Rayburn predicted 
today the House will reverse its 
"terribly 
unfortunate" 
vote 
to 


withhold foreign aid from Britain 
until Ireland is united. 


Rayburn, Texas Democrat, told a 
news conference he does not think 
the House, on a roll-call vote, will 
stick to Wednesday's teller vote de- 
cision. 
There may be a roll call 


on the question late today, but per- 
haps not un,tll Friday. 


On a teller vote, the members 


are counted but not recorded by 
name. 
A division of that kind 


turned up a 99 to 66 count late 
Wednesday In favor of stopping 
all Marshall Plan aid to Britain 
so long as Ireland remains par- 
titioned. 
It was a great event for 
the 
"Irish bloc"—many of them with 
large groups of voters of Irish de- 
scent in their districts—but it left 
administration 
leaders red-faced. 


Nobody expected it to be more 
than a passing gesture to be rub- 
bed out in the final action on the 
pending foreign aid bill.

Commander of 'Mo*

"I 
only recognize that I was responsi- 
ble for the safe navigation of 
the ship. My orders put the ship 
aground." 
Brown's statement to the court 


at the opening of his trial was a 
dramatic restatement of his

and I alone am responsible" ad- 
mission to the court of inquiry 
that 
recommended the 
general 


court'martial for the captain and 
two of his officers. 


His statement accepting sole re- 


sponsibility amounted to an apol- 
ogy for his initial attitude after 
the grounding...that ho felt de- 
serted on the bridge of his ship 
insofar as aid and advice from his 
team of officers was concerned. 


"The mental shock which ac- 
companied the grounding, 
the 


nervous strain placed upon me 
in the salvage operations and my 
resulting weakened physical con- 
dition 
unfortunately militated 


against clear thinking as regards 
my personal position," he said. 
" 
Needless to say I am sorry 
that clarity of thought and pur- 
pose was not achieved earlier... 
I very much regret the harm that 
has been done to others by the 
grounding of the ship." 


Only 90 minutes after it conven- 


ed the' court was cleared and its 
members began deliberations. The 
court's verdict, will be submitted 
to Rear Admiral Allan E. Smith, 
the;, convening authority.

will send it to the navy's judge ad- 
vocate General in Washington for 
review.

dication whether ho had arrived 
when McCarthy started to speak. 
McCarthy said that in a public 


hcarlnp he had referred to Latti- 
more as a "bad security risk." He 
said he should have referred to 
him then as a "bad policy risk." 
He added: 
"Today I Intend to Rive thfi 
senate documents to show that 
Lattlmore is a Soviet agent and 
Is or has been a member of the 
Communist party." 
He also said that a witness he 


did not name would be able to 


testify that Lattlmore was "im- 
portant in party circles for years." 


McCarthy said he plans to dis- 
cuss also the cases of Philip Jes- 
sup, Ambassador at larce, John S. 
Service and Haldore Hanson. 
He 
has accused these state department 
officials 
of pro-Communist lean- 


Jessup and Hanson have denied 
the Wisconsin senator's chargesln 
public hearings. Service is to be 
heard soon. 
McCarthy said h« U convinced 
that two distinct but Interlocking 
operations In the state 
depart- 
ment arc "almost completely con- 
trolled and dominated" by per- 
sons more In sympathy with the 


Communist cause than with Am- 
erican Democracy." 
He named thorn as the Far East- 
ern division and the Voice of Am- 
erica. 
McCarthy added hastily that he 


did not mean that all employes of 
the two divisions were Communist 
sympathizers. 


"All but a small per cent 
are 


honest and loyal Americans,"

"But the small per cent has 
been doing almost untold damage." 


As he talked on, McCarthy pull- 


ed a document out of a batch of 
others on his senate desk.

said only 55 per cent of the tim- 
ber resources remain because of 
the" practices of cutting trees and 
not replanting one to replace the 
one removed—how the sick soil has 
lost its bacteria, has become hard 
with the underwater supply being 
exhausted because the water runs 
off, causing floods instead of go- 
ing into the soil. 


"Texas will run out of water un- 


less something is done," the speak- 
er declared. 


After mentioning the tldelands 


questions and he was decidedly 
favorable to the states' retaining' 
those resources—Armstrong de- 
clared that the sick soils were 
costing Texas more than the 
tidelands are worth. 
Figures quoted on production of 


cotton in the three counties—Free- 
stone, • Limestone and 
Navarro— 


comparing the productions in 1906, 
1926 and 1947—were startling and 
convincing. 
Armstrong 
declared 
that a soil .that would not raise 
cotton 
profitably was not: rich 


enough to raise other crops with- 
out fertilization or rebuilding prac- 
tices. .The figures-included: 


Freestone — 1906—20,493 
bales; 


1926—24,912; 1947—6,058. Armstrong 
mentioned the Georgia stock and 
mule power of 1906 as compared 
with the mechanized equipment of 
the present time. 


Limestone—1906—72,320; '1926 — 
59,652; 1947—23,023. 


Navarro—1906—79,563; 1926—78- 


000; 1947—47,775. 


Armstrong then showed how some 


of the older states had rebuilt their 
soils and resources and 
quoted 
figures indicating a much higher 
yield per acre. He then drew par- 
allels of how dairying and farming 
here will fail to survive the compe- 
tition from .the rebuilt areas since 
the production costs on the larger 
acreages would be so much higher. 


How are you going to compete 
on one-fourth bale cotton produc- 
tion per acre against the produc- 
er getting a bale or more per acre 
and how are you going to com- 
pete in the corn market with 12 
to 20 bushels per acre against 
the corn belt with modern soil 
practices producing an average 
of 100 bushels per acre were ques- 
tions shot at the predominantly 
agricultural audience. 
Armstrong said that 17 million 


acres of Texas lands were ruined 
by malpractices and 65 per cent of 
the balance "is on its last legs." 
"Put life back into the soil" ap- 


pealed the agriculture export 
"I'm pleading primarily for the 
boys to be born in the years to 
come for this soil rebuilding and 
conservation program," the speaker 
stressed as he concluded his ad- 
dress. 
He said the past three 


generations had skimmed 
the 


cream from the resources of Texas 
leaving only the "skimmed milk." 
Victor Copper, president of the 


Wortham Lions, presided and pre- 
sented the program chairman af- 
ter the visitors were introduced 
and the invocation was pronounced 
by Rev. Roy Davis, Methodist min- 
ister.

Terming himself a neophyte, since 
he has been serving- as city manag- 
er only since the first of the year,

Ford said that city govern- 
ment is going into business and it's 
big business, that good citizens and 
alert citizens are necessary to it. 


He defined the mayor-alderman, 


mayor-commissioners and mayor - 
council-city manager forms of com- 
munity 
government, saying that 
any form of government can 
be 


good and that. "It's the people that 
make the difference." 


In Dallas' government, related 
the speaker, there are nine 
city 
councilmen, one of which serves as 
mayor. Six of these must reside in 
particular districts, 'and three are 
members-at-large, but all are elect- 
ed to office by the general voting 
body and all are responsible for 
the general welfare of the city. 
Council Names Manager 


These appoint the city manager 


who administers the policies of the 


council. He Is responsible to 
the 


council, as the council Is responsi- 
ble to the people. No contract 
is 


made with the city manager, but 
this fact, said the official, 
keeps 


hln alert and "on his toes." 


The city attorney Is an appointee 


of the council, and the city auditor 
is recommended by Dallas bank of- 
ficials and confirmed by the coun- 
cil. 


The two top appointments In each 


department are made by the cltv 
manager. Otherwise all the rest of 
4,700 city employes are under civil 
service and cannot be fired without 
cause. 


In the chain of command, said 
Mr. Ford, the council beats 
the 
manager on the back, and the peo- 
ple beat the council. 


Civil Service Vital 


."Civil service is a vital point In 
any city government," claimed the 
city manager, who stated that city 
employes should have the respect 
of people and civil service will pro- 
vide that. Applications go to the 
civil service 
commission, 
which 


sends the three-top rated applicants 
to the department for interviews. 
Such screening provides good men 
for the lobs, he repeated. 


He stressed the importance of a 
job analysis project the city assign- 
ed to a consulting firm to determine 
499 job descriptions, duties, respon- 
sibilities and relationships. 


Dallas operates under a $25,000- 


000 budget with a tax rate lowest 
among the five big cities of Texas 
and fourteenth or fifteenth in. the 
nation. 


Outlining somo of the objectives 


of a massive improvement program 
Mr. Ford pointed out that one of 
its major Items was a plant to dou- 
ble the water capacity 


Training Program Started 


A 
personnel training program 
stressing better public relations al- 
so is in effect, said the 
manager 


who termed the Individual citizen 
a 
"boss" entitled to service and 


fairness 
of treatment. In a busi- 
ness concern or in city business, he 
said, the wants and desires of peo- 
ple determine the cost.

Inc selected for $100 In cash at- 
tendance awards donated by the 
Corslcana Dally Sun and Semi- 
Weekly Light publications. 
Herman Brown, C of C manager 
opened the meeting with a few re- 
mark's about why the meeting had 
been called and he explained what 
the Chamber of Commerce hoped 
to accomplish. Dr. Erwln F. Bohm- 
fauk was called on for a prayer. 
Committee Chairman W. 
H. 
Smith expressed his thanks for the 
fine turnout and commended all 
who had made the session possbile. 
Before the meeting got Into its 
regular business, Miss Lorcta Gail- 
lard, 
Corslcana-Navarro 
Health 
Unit technician, announced a city- 
wide clean-up would be held in Cor- 
slcana, April 10. 
Founding on the theme, "Boost 
Corslcana and You'll Boost Busi- 
ness," all the speakers stressed the 
fact that Corsicana has the mer- 
chandise and needs but to acquaint 
the buying public with hte fact.

Japan Is Regarded As Promising Fielt 
For Missionaries of Several Churche 


By O. H. P. Kin* 


TOKYO, Ma..h 30-UP)—Severa' 


hundred missionaries are trying to 
convert the 82,000.000 Japanese to 
Christianity. 
Fewer than 400,000 
have openly accepted Christianity 
so far, church figures indicate, bu' 
missionaries 
regard Japan as a 
promising field. 


There is rivalry to win converts 
since 
an 
outstanding Japanese 
brought into one fold or another 
brightens the prospects for getting 
others. 


Pre-War Strength Regained 


Both 
Catholics and Protestants 
have regained their prewar strength 
according to latest available figur- 
es 
. 
. 


Membership In the Roman Cath- 
olic Church was 119,224 in 1940 
The various Protestant 
churches 


claimed an aggregate membership 
of 200,000. 


Membership and open adherence 
to Christianity dropped seriously 
during the war because, according 
to Japanese, "Christianity was as 
unpopular as Pacifism" under the 
war lords. 


But a virtue of stepped-up mis- 
sionary activity 
after 
the 
war 
Christianity gained back its lossei 
and In some cases exceeded its old 
membership. In 1949 the Catholics 
claimed membership of more than 
138,388 and the Protestants claim- 
ed 201,321. 


Although the main religion 
In 
Japan is a combination of the na- 
tive Primitive Shinto Religion with 
Buddhism, Christianity is not new 
to its people. St. Francis Xavler 
introduced Christianity to the Jap- 
anese in 1549 and during the 
re- 


gime on one early emperor it was 
forced on the people at a state re- 
ligion as a means of defeating the 
Buddhists. 


. Buddhists Hold Power 


The Buddhists, nevertheless, have 
held the greatest sway over 
the 
people of this island empire. Most 
of the population belongs to one 
of the 12 organized Buddhist sects 
all of which contain some of 
the 
old Shinto beliefs. The most out- 
standing Shinto belief to survive 
the centuries is that the emperor is 
descended from the sun'goddess. 
Each of Japan's 124 emperors is be- 
lieved to have descended directly 
from the first sovereign, who was 


. the sun goddess' grandson. 


The modern Christian movement 
followed Commodore Perry's visit 
to Japan In 1853. Records show 
that in 1882 there were 145 foreign 
Christian missionaries. 93 churches, 
seven theological colleges and 49 
ordained preachers. 
But 
there 
were only 
4,367 adult Christian 
members. The average gain in 
membership since then has been 
abou 16,000 a year. 


900 Missionaries Now 
Since the end of World War 
II 


the number of missionaries coming 
to Japan has shot up from 315 In 


i 1947 to almost 900 last year These 


figures have not been broken down 
Into classifications by U. S. occu- 
pation 
officials, who cleared the 
missionaries, but the Catholic News 
Service said the Catholic 
church 
has sent 113 missionaries from the 
United States, 101 from Canada and 
41 from Spain during the past year.

and the secret service caught up 
with a batch of crooked money. I 
This is a story told by U. E. I 
Baughman, chief of the U. S. Se-! 
cret Service, to a senate appropri-i 
ations subcommittee. It was made 
public today.

"Recently 
we 
arrested 
some 
Mexicans," Baughman said. "They 
had come up from Mexico to Chi- 
cago. 
They sold marijuana and 


got paid off in counterfeit notes 
and went back to Texas." 


"The Mexicans picked up 
a 
hitchhiker. 
Hitchhiker Wants Shave. 


"The hitchhiker saw this bag In 
the back of the car. He thought 
It was a shaving kit. He wanted 
to take a shave. 
He reached in 
and saw all this money, which 
turned out to be counterfeit." 
I 


The 
hitchhiker, after 
helping j 
himself, "went out passing these 
$10 bills, thinking it was 
good 
money," Baughman 
said. 
"He 


went out and bought a new suit 
and things, and he got picked up. 
As a result of that, we caught 
these Mexicans." 
Baughman said there had been 
a steady increase in the past three 
years in counterfeiting. 
He said i 
losses to the public on fake bills 
discovered by the secret service 
amounted to $145,000 in 1948, $338,- 
000 In 1949 and $472,474 for the 
first seven months of the'current 
fiscal year, ending next June 30. 
Baughman 
said 
counterfeiting 
"seems to be concentrated in the 
Middle west and the Chicago 
area, and New York, as far is 
the. .makers . are concerned," but 
"it's going an all over the Unit- 
ed States." 
He added that the Chicago and 
New York counterfeiters "have 
so-called criminal connections, dis- 
tributors." 


Baughman 
sald that the Den- 
ver and Seattle areas were free 
of counterfeit money until recent-1 
ly when "several passers 
went 
through and they were flooded In 
those areas, so to speak." 
I 


The secret service chief said 
most of the new1 crop of counter- 
feiters apparently printed ration 
stamps during the wartime OPA 
price control and rationing days. 
"I do not mean to infer that 
because of OPA we have crimi- 
nals," he said. "But it is a fact . 
that in- Chicago we know of a 
group there, former OPA violat- 
ors, who are responsible for 
a 
lot of these counterfeit notes." 
Foreign Bills Found. 
..Baughman said that $63,496 in 
spurious notes made in foreign 
countries turned up ln this coun- 
try in 1949. Tse secret service has ! 
proposed stationing two of Its 
agents In Europe. 


The subcommittee before which 
Baughman appeared is consider- 
ing how much money to appro- 
priate for the secret service and 
other 
treasury 
agencies—good 
money, that is.

When i* a child old enough 
to 


have a bicycle? 
That is a qaestion parents must 


answer sooner or later. Here are 
a few guide posts offered by the 
National Safety ouncil: 
Th0 safe age for bicvcle use 
depends on where you live *nd 
the training of your child, says 
the council. 
How thorough has your cnila s 
safety training: been? Have, you 


, taught him good pedestrian hab- 


its? Has he proved he is aware 
of the dangers of street traffic? 
Does he obey your instructions 
in other things. 
Do you live on a quiet street, 


with little traffic, or on a busy 
thoroughfare? Do you live in a 
city or a small town? Is police 
traffic control good and are driv- 
ers generally . areful and observ- 
ant? 
Vill you limit the bike to 


off-the-street 
use until you are 


confident of junior's ability and 
attitude? 
Once the decision is made 
to 
permit a bicycle, parents should 
make sure'that the one purchased 
is the proper size, the Council 
says. 
Observe these pointers for 


various age groups: 
For the 5-7-year old a 20-Inch 
bike for res1 'entlal off-the-street 
use is recommended.

Navarro county's labor activi- 
ties were on

during March as the weather be- 
came more favorable and 
the 
spring season started to hit its 
stride.

ion trades.

and

applications totaled 115, 
including 30 females and 38 vet- 
erans of World war II.

ary's total was 173, while 225 
made application in January, and 
only 99 applications were filed in 
December. 
The active file stood
